ROME, Aug. 12.—Italy hopes 
that the total of her war debt to

GERMANS FIGHT 
AERONAUTIC BAN 


Limitations Draw Protest of 
Manufacturers 


Country's Hands Tied,- Sey 
Makers of Planes - 


Ambassadors’ Con ference 
Edict Held Unjust 

BERLIN, Aug. 12,-—-A number of 
leading aerial companies held a 
meeting in Berlin recently to pro- 
test against the limitations im- 
posed upon aerial navigation by the 
note of the Ambassadors’ coun- 
cil, Acting as spokesman for the 
companies, Otto Julius Merkel, di- 
rector of the Deutscher Aero Lioyd, 
declared. that the treaty of Ver- 
sailles had tied Germany's hands 
in regard to military aviation, but 
had granted absolute freedom to 
civil aeronautics. On the strength 
of this pledge by twenty-two na- 
tions, he said, German aeronautic 
circles were not only justified, but 
in duty bound to guard the free- 
dom of their civil aerial navigation. 

The speaker emphasised that 
during the last five years German 
aeronautics strove indefatigably to 
establish good business connections 
with the aerial companies of 
neighboring countries. He main- 
tained that ali aerial navigation, 
to be successful, must be inter- 
national, and that if London or Mos- 
cow, for instance, could be reached 
as quickly by the aerial route as 
Munich from Berlin, the economic 
necessity for this mode of traffic 
was indubitably established. 

Director Merkel stated that at 
Hendon, in Engiand, the large traf- 
fie airplane, Vanguard, with two 
650 horsepower Royce Condor mo- 
tors and intended for twenty-five 
passengers, was a striking illustra- 
tion of England's progress and that 
at last year’s civil aviation con- 
test In France the first prize had 
been’ awarded to Farman's four- 
motor Jabiru, intended for four- 
teen passengers. In rmany, how- 
ever, the capacity nonmilitary 
planes was to be limited t nine 
passengers. 

The speaker concluded, 
loud acclamations, that German 
aertal circles were determined to 
reject these severe and throttling 
restrictions by the Ambassadors 
conference, as being unjustifiable 
in view of the actual results at- 
tained in this respect by France 
and England.

FORD PREPARES | 
TO SCRAP SHIPS 
Steel Vessels to be Cut Up at | 
River Rouge Plant 
Shipping Board Craft Will be 
Towed from Sea 
Gigantic Task to Consume’ 
Eighteen Months 


DETKOIT, Aug. 12.—Prepara- 
tions are being made at the River 
Rouge plant of the Ford Motor 
Company for the gigantic job of 
cutting up most of the 199 steel 
boats recently purchased by Henry 
Ford from the United States Ship- 
ping Board. 

In about thirty days the first 
three of the 149 lake-size ships 


in tow of one of the seven ocean- 
going tugs bought from the govern- 
ment for this purpose. Thereafter 
the other lake-size ships will be 
brought three at a time to the 
Rouge — 

The Ford Motor Company will 
organize a force of men from 
among ite regular employees for 
the task of cutting up the 1500 
tongs of steel in each of these lake- 
size ships. The men wiil have 
acetylene and electric torches, 
used in steel cutting. 


TASK 18 GREAT 


The methods to be used in cut- 
ting up the ships have been out- 
lined, but the vastness of the total 
task is made clearer when it is 
known the job is expected t> con- 
sume eighteen ,months. 

Of the fifty larger ships bought 
by Mr. Ford, ocean-going carriers, 
with about 2000 tons of steel in 
each, a few will be equipped with 
Diesel engines and put into service 
as part of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany’s ocean fleet. The others, too 
large to be arenes through either 
the Welland. or the Erie Canal, will 


the Rouge. | 
The magnitude of the Ford pur- 
chase can be shown not only by 
the time it will take to scrap the 
ships but also by a few figures on 
The seven ocean-go- 
which will bring the 
craft home, are steel- 
160 feet long with triple 
expansion engines and boil- 
ers. The tugs were bought for 
$42,500 each. 
Each of the 149 lake-sized ships 
ie 260 feet long, or two feet logger

DIFFERENT ROUTES 

The lake-size ships which ca 
be towed to Detroit will be brought 
by different routes, according to 
the draught. Those of lesser 
draught can be brought through 


ened up enutting down the upper 
hose of heavier draught / 


work of cutting up will begin. All 
will be done in the open, so no 
special buildings will be needed. 
Each craft Will be cut down to 
the water's cdge. The pieces will 
be picked up and carried away 
by traveling cranes. The remain- 
ing hull will be brought to a 
small dry dock and cut up there. 
In this way by a steady process, 
ship after ship will be reduced to 
stee] pieces. The steel can be re- 
melted and prepared to serve any 
purpose required in the Ford indus- 


FACE RESTRICTIONS 
None of the lake-size ships will 
be used by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany for carrying purposes. Neith- 
er willl any of the machinety or 
equipment of ships be used on the 
water or sold. The company is 
permitted by the purchasing con-j. 
tract to make any use of the ma- 
chinery on land that it sees fit, 
but only on land. So parts of the 
internal mechanism may be added 
to equipment in the Ford fac- 
tories. 

W. B. Mayo, chief engineer of 
the Ford Motor Company, has had 
charge of the arrangements for 
the purchase of the ships and the 
bringing of the craft to the Rouge 
docks, and will arrange for 
the cutting up of the steel.

ANNEXATION 
CARRIES IN 
TWO AREAS 


Fruitland Votes to . Join 
Huntington Park Despite 
Intervening Vernon Strip 


Two communities yesterday vot- 
ed in favor of annexing themsel- 
ves to Huntington Park. The Wil- 
son tract, east of the city, voted 
thirty-eight for annexation and 
twelve against, and the Fruitiand 
district, north of Huntington Park, 
voted 174 for and sixty-two 
against, in spite of the fact that 
it &pparently cannot legally do so.

Perhaps the most ineresing ob- 
ject is the bronze mirror, which is 
neven inches in diameter and weighs 
nineteen ounces. The smooth side, 
which served as a mirror, has been 
badly corroded. The reverse side 
is highly ornamented. A border 
surrounding the main design con- 
tains thirty-two hieroglyphics 
which none of the scientists who 
have studied the piece have been 
able to decipher. Titia mirror and 
the jade emblem, which is semi- 
transparent and contains no in- 
scriptions, have been traced to the 
Chow, or oldest, dynasty.

CONSTIPATION 

C. L.: Urine that is too concen- 
trated is irritating. Your trouble 
may be all due to the constipation 
you complain of, but of course you 
should have a thorough examina- 
tion to be sure. 

Bat liberally of the fruite and 
vegetables and milk. They-are all 
nonacid foods. Go lightly on flesh 
foods, eggs, cereals, bread, pas- 
try and other. sweets. Drink lib- 
eral amounts of water—#ix to eight 
giasses besides what you have with 
your meals. 

An almost infallible cure for or- 
dinary constipation is the follow- 
ing regime: Before breakfast, two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of agar- 
agar in two glasses of water; dur- 

g the day a tablespoonful of 

ineral ofl (this can be made in- 
to a mayonnaise, usual recipe;) at 
night, before retiring, a teaspoon- 
ful or two of psylilum seeds in a 
glass of hot water. (These seeds 
are not on the general market, 
but I will send you the names of 
some dealers if u will send «a 
self-addressed and stamped envel- 
ope with request.) 

Do not take any even

CATARACT 
Mre. M.i I'll give you a resume 
of what a standard book on the 
eyes says of cataract: 
Cataract is any clouding of the 
eye lens or of its capeule or both. 


There are two main : pri- 
mary and secondary. are 
subdivided into hard and soft, fluid, 


complete, partial, etc. 

According to the causes, cata- 
facts are: (1)congenital, due to 
faulty development or to prenatal 
inflammation of the eye; (2) senile 
(this is the most common form;) 
(3) hereditary; (4) C. due to gen- 
eral diseases—diabetes and nephri- 
tis are the most common. (5) oc- 
cupa blowers and oth-

injery; <7) other eye diseases, 
such as ulcers. 

The senile type, the most: fre- 
quent form of ¢ataract, usually 
comes after the fiftieth year. Most 
always both eyes are affected, but 
usually one eye in advance of the 
other. 

Treatment: The treatment is op- 
erative. The lens is removed from 
the eye. That ise the only relief. 
The most favorable time for ab- 
straction is when the lens is com- 
pletely opaque, or as the common 
term has it, when it is ripe. If it 
is removed before this time, it is 
dificult to remove wholly and the 
resulte are not satisfactory or an 
aftercataract develops, necessitat- 
ing another operation. Only one 
cataract is removed at a time. Aft- 
er the abstraction of the cataract, 
the patient has to wear special 
glasses which take the place of 
the lens. A favorable resuit and 
useful vision follow as a result 
in 98 per cent of the cases. Not 
infrequently the vision is perfect.
